THE NOYAGE OF- THE AFGHAN, 

AND THE NEW AUSTRALIAN’. 
GOLD FIELDS. 

The following interesting account of the 
voyage of the Afghan, which arrived here 
yesterday froin Australian porta, laa boen 
kindly fumished to. us by.one of the 
officors :— = = 

Loft Sydney for Brisbane’ en roule for 
the Kimberley Gold tield ports.on the 26th 
May, having on board 80. horses and 110 
passengers, On the evening of tha 27th, 
encountered terrific gale from N.E., which 
lasted until noon of the 28th. . When -the 
weather moderated we made for Brisbane 
Roads, anchoring thoro at 5 p:m. aame day. 
Having repaired the horse box Sittings on 
deck, which were injured by the heavy 
weather, and taken on board 30 men and 
2b horses, we sailed from Briabano at 10 
am,on the 80th.

Loft Townsville for 
Cairns at 2-n.m. on the $rd’ Juno, snd 
arrived in Cairns 3.30 p.m. same day. 
Weather. fine’ and cloudy. Took in 30 
horses and 40 mon. Left Cairns 2 a.m. on 
4th June for Thursday Island and exparione- 
ed fine wenther and moderate breezes until 
arrival at that port... Anchored off Thuraday 
Teland at 4 p.m, ‘on-the 6th June... Thia 
being the laat port of call subsequent to 
making for’ Cambridge Gulf, the premier 
port for tho Kimberley Gold Fielde, com- 
pleted the shipment: of horaca’ and paysen- 
gera, making a total of 185 horses and 260 
passengers, with digyers etores, 20 draysand 
60 dogs.
